THE four Shropshire Coun¬ 
cillors serving Oswestry have 
pledged to do all they can to 
save the town’s maternity unit. 

Ahead of a protest march this week¬ 
end they have united to sound a 
no-nonsense message to health bosses 
that the maternity unit must be re¬ 
tained. 

The decision to close Oswestry, Ludlow and 
Bridgnorth midwife led maternity units for up 
to six months was taken by the board of Shrews¬ 
bury & Telford Hospitals NHS Trust (SATH) on 
Thursday last week. 

SATH has said sickness and a significant fall 
in the number of midwives prepared to work 
overtime or temporary bank shifts to cover 
shifts has made it difficult to fully staff its ma¬ 
ternity sites. Deirdre Fowler, director of nurs¬ 
ing, midwifery and quality, said the demands on 
the consultant led unit at Tel¬ 
ford’s Princess Royal Hospi¬ 
tal have meant more staff are 
needed at the hospital. 

Campaigners have ar¬ 
ranged for a protest march 
against the closure. That will 
take place on Sunday with 
campaigners gathering on 
the Bailey Head in Oswestry 
at 10.30am. They will walk 
to the maternity unit, which 
is based at Oswestry Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital. The town’s Shropshire Council¬ 
lors have criticised the closure. Councillor John 
Price said: “I think it is absolutely barbaric, it is 
ridiculous we think we can play God with peo¬ 
ple’s lives. I will be doing all I can as a councillor 
to safeguard our health services.” 

Councillor Vince Hunt, who is also Oswestry’s 
mayor, said: “My blunt message to the health 
bosses is that we pay you, you work for us and 
we don’t want our children born on the side of 
the road because you can’t manage to staff a 
unit or want to close one down.” 

Councillor Paul Milner said: “We were given 
reassurances this would not happen a few 
months ago, so to hear it could close for up to six 
months is hugely disappointing. We are the sec¬ 
ond biggest town in Shropshire and we deserve 
to have a maternity unit close by, not every¬ 
one can travel to see a midwife. I will be doing 
everything I can as a Shropshire Councillor to 
prevent this from happening, it is so important 
to our town.” 

Councillor Clare Aspinall said: “A lot can 
change in labour and going all that way is far 
too risky, especially as we are not flush with mo¬ 
torways or dual carriageways.”

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Study on council homes 
sell-off has been completed

EXPERTS have completed a se¬ 
cret study on selling 4,200 coun¬ 
cil homes in Shropshire, includ¬ 
ing in Oswestry. 

They have made confidential rec¬ 
ommendations over the disposal of 
housing stock, which could potentially 
raise tens of millions for Shropshire 
Council. 

Any sale would mean the transfer of 
council tenants to private landlords or a 
housing association. Estate agent Savills 
has provided the council with options for 
a sale, but the findings of its report are not 
being made known. 

The stock amounts to about 4,200 homes 
in Bridgnorth and Oswestry, which are 
currently managed by Star Housing, an 
arms-length management organisation set 
up by Shropshire Council. Any sale would 
contribute towards a target the council has 
set of raising £50 million by selling assets. 

Councillor Lee Chapman, Shropshire 
Council’s cabinet member for health and 
adult social care, said the report is being 
reviewed and that any recommendation 
would go before the authority’s cabinet. He 
also said the priority is to make sure Shrop¬ 
shire’s housing is “fit for the future”. 

He added: “Earlier this year we commis¬ 
sioned Savills to carry out an assessment 
and produce options on our behalf with re¬ 
gards to the housing stock we own. 

“It is really important that the county’s 
housing is fit for the future and this was 
the main driver behind getting Savills in to 
assess what we have. 

“A report which outlines their recom¬ 
mendations is now complete. No decisions 
have yet been made and, at this moment in 
time, we are simply exploring the options 
the report proposes. The report will be sub¬ 
ject to a formal decision making process, 
which will include consideration by cabinet 
in the near future.” 

Former council leader Malcolm Pate, 
who was replaced by Councillor Peter Nut¬ 
ting in May, said the authority’s financial 
predicament meant it was looking at all 
options. But he added: “People should not 
read too much into me saying that.” 


SHROPSHIRE Fire and Rescue Service is 
appealing for potential women firefighters 
to step forward after a successful taster ses¬ 
sion in Oswestry. 

Women interested in a career as a 
firefighter attended a taster session at 
Oswestry Fire Station. 

They toured the station, checked out the 
equipment aboard fire appliances, tried on 
fire kits and experienced wearing breathing 
apparatus. Female firefighters from around 
the country spoke to potential recruits, with 


Shropshire currently having 26 women fire¬ 
fighters, eight in full time roles, and 18 on 
call around the rural stations. However, 
Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service wants 
to encourage more to join what is often seen 
as a male career. 

Watch manager Phil Davies said: “It was 
a very successful event attended by eight 
women who were interested in joining the 
fire service at various stations across the 
county.” The session covered training, 
development and support and promotion 


opportunities in a career as an on-call fire¬ 
fighter. It also detailed the wide variety of 
incidents attended by firefighters including 
fires, floods, road traffic crashes, animal res¬ 
cues and building collapses. 

Other duties include fire safety educa¬ 
tion in schools and the home and attending 
community events to reduce fires and inju¬ 
ries, as well as charitable work. Mr Davies 
added: “There is a sense of achievement, 
confidence building and new friendships 
they gain when joining the fire service.”

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Statue is 
coming in 
under its 
set budget 

A STATUE commissioned by Oswest¬ 
ry Town Council to commemorate 
one of the town’s most famous sons is 
coming in under budget. 

The council agreed in April to com¬ 
mission a statue of Wilfred Owen for 
siting in Cae Glas Park and a cost of 
£40,000. 

At the latest amenities committee, 
town councillors were informed of an 
update on the work, and that it was 
currently coming in under budget. 

The council entered into a contract 
with local artist and sculptor Timothy 
Guy Turner for the modelling of the 
statue of Wilfred Owen, at a cost of 
£ 8 , 000 . 

The statue will be unveiled in the 
park in 2018, on the birthday of the 
poet and soldier. 

Castle Fine Arts Foundry, Lla- 
nrhaeadr ym Mochnant has been 
appointed to mould on site in Tim 
Turner’s studio, cast and finish a life 
size sculpture measuring 6ft tall. 

Originally the council had set a 
budget for £40,000 for the work, but 
on current costs the work will be com¬ 
ing in at £27,000, making the council 
a saving of £13,000. 

Councillor Paul Milner said the 
project is looking good, and the signif¬ 
icant saving is a bonus. 

He said: “It is all looking good, it is 
a great thing for the town, and will be 
in place for 2018. 

“In the the current financial cli¬ 
mate a saving like this is a bonus. 

“The project is going well and there 
will be more information the more it 
goes on.” 

The decision on the statue was 
taken to recognise the opportunity to 
provide a legacy for the town and to 
commemorate Wilfred Owen, particu¬ 
larly acknowledging the centenary of 
the end of the Great War in 2018 and 
the 100 years since the death of Wil¬ 
fred Owen on November 4, 2018. The 
area where the statue will be sited 
needs to be finalised. At this stage it 
is suggested the most suitable location 
will be the garden where the twenty 
five pounder gun is located. 


Family flees to safety 
after fire hits home

Murder accused appears in court

A FAMILY had to flee over fields 
when a fire engulfed their home. 

The central heating oil tank at the 
house in Trefonen exploded, sending 
flames shooting across the driveway. 

Marcia and Paul Woddy ran to their chil¬ 
dren, sleeping upstairs, and got everyone 
outside, where they then had to escape 
from the garden by going across fields to 
safety. 

As they salvaged what little they could 
from the house, badly damaged in the blaze, 
the couple praised the fire service and the 
local community for their help. 

Mrs Woddy said: “We were watching 
television and we heard an explosion. We 
saw the smoke and flames reflected in the 
car outside and knew immediately what 
had happened. We ran upstairs and got the 
children and managed to get out. I grabbed 
my phone to ring 999.” 

Once in the garden she said they real¬ 
ised they could not get out onto the lane 
through the drive. “We had to go across the 
fields at the back of the house,” she said. 

Neighbours who also heard the explosion 
ran to help the family and took in the cou¬ 
ple’s son and daughter, aged six and 10. 

It took just 10 minutes for the first fire 
crew to arrive at the scene from Oswestry. 
They were joined by crews from Ellesmere 
and Baschurch. 

“It was only 10 minutes but it felt like 10 
hours,” Mrs Woddy said. 

The explosion happened at about 10pm 
on Sunday at the house in Old Post Office 
Lane. Firefighters had to put on breathing 
apparatus to fight the flames and success¬ 
fully stopped the fire from spreading to 
neighbouring homes. 

She added: “We were worried about one 
of our elderly neighbours but he had been 
able to get out.” Shropshire Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service said the blaze spread to the roof 
of the house, which was destroyed. Mrs 
Woddy said: “The firefighters were brilliant 
and the Red Cross vehicle which also at¬ 
tends fires also arrived to offer us any help. 
We were lucky that we had friends and 
neighbours looking after us but it is a won¬ 
derful service that I didn’t know about.” 


A MAN has appeared in crown court 
accused of murdering a man who 
was found dead in a roadside diner. 

Belkar Singh, 58, of Booth Street, 
Birmingham, has been charged with 
the murder of 67-year-old Satnam 
Singh Blugher, known locally as 
“Mr B”. 

During his brief appearance at 
Stafford Crown Court on Monday 
wearing grey trousers and a grey 


jumper, he spoke through an inter¬ 
preter only to confirm his name. 

Singh was remanded in custody by 
the court. 

He will next appear at the court 
on September 15 where he will be 
asked to enter a plea. 

A murder investigation was 
launched after Mr Blugher was 
found with serious injuries at Tony’s 
Diner on the A458 at Halfway House 


between Welshpool and Shrewsbury 
at about 4.40pm on Monday last 
week. 

He was discovered at the diner by 
paramedics following a 999 call. 

Police were called and launched a 
murder inquiry. 

An inquest was due to open into 
the death of Mr Blugher at Shrews¬ 
bury’s Shirehall on Tuesday this 
week.

Man is airlifted 
after factory fall 

A MAN was airlifted to hospital after 
falling through a roof at wood panels 
factory Kronospan. 

The contractor, who had not been 
named, was working at the site, in 
Holyhead Road, Chirk, when the in¬ 
cident happened at about 3pm on 
Monday. 

In a statement Kronospan said: 
“Unfortunately a contractor working 
at the factory had an accident while 
working at height. Welsh Air Ambu¬ 
lance have taken him to hospital, and 
his company are making sure that he 
and his family are fully supported at 
this difficult time. 

“We are obviously extremely con¬ 
cerned as to how this has happened 
and our health and safety manager is 
working closely with the relevant au¬ 
thorities to establish the facts.” 

Welsh Ambulance Service spokes¬ 
man Liam Randall said the Wales Air 
Ambulance and two crews in emer¬ 
gency ambulances attended. 

Woman is found 
dead at aqueduct 

A WOMAN found near the Pontcy- 
syllte Aqueduct has died. 

Police and ambulance crews went 
to the area, near Oswestry, following 
reports that a woman had been seen 
there. 

North Wales Police said a female 
body was found by emergency services 
at 2.48pm on Monday. 

A police spokesman said: “The 
woman, who is believed to be from the 
South Wales area, has yet to be identi¬ 
fied and an investigation is underway 
to establish the circumstances. 

“At this time the death is not being 
treated as suspicious.” 

Air ambulance is 
called to incident 

AN air ambulance attended an in¬ 
cident in Chirk on Tuesday after a 
woman fell into the road. 

Wales Ambulance Service was 
called at 3.20pm after reports had 
fallen into the road outside Ysgol Y

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Care home inadequate and 
placed in special measures

A CARE home rated as inadequate was found to have ants on a din¬ 
ing table and had suffered from a lack of leadership. 

A damning report into Meadowbrook Care Home in Gobowen, near Oswest¬ 
ry, was published by the Care Quality Commission, following an unannounced 
inspection on April 4 and 5. 

Problems with staffing, a level of care and the leadership of the home has led to it being

Fire leads 
to problems 
with phones 

A FIRE at a telephone exchange caused 
phone connection issues and problems 
with cash machines. 

Firefighters were called to the telephone 
exchange in Welsh Walls, Oswestry. 

Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service said 
the blaze, before 8am on Sunday, involved 
two battery packs and the packs were re¬ 
moved and the property ventilated. 

Afterwards, there was a flurry of com¬ 
ments on Twitter regarding issues with 
phone lines, broadband, cash machines and 
card payment machines. 

Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital in 
Gobowen posted: “Phone lines in and out 
of the hospital currently down - we un¬ 
derstand this is due to a fire at Oswestry 
Phone Exchange.” 

Other people complained about mobile 
phone connection issues in Oswestry. 

Peter Morgan tweeted: “No phone/broad¬ 
band or mobile service on any network in 
Oswestry area.” Others experienced issues 
with trying to withdraw cash from ma¬ 
chines and using card payment machines 
in shops in Oswestry town centre. Matthew 
Grice posted on Twitter: “What’s going on 
with the service in Oswestry? Whole town 
has gone out including ATMs and card pay¬ 
ments.” 


placed in special measures. The commission 
identified breaches of the health and social 
care act, and said no improvements had 
been made following a previous inspection 
on September. 

Provider Four Seasons Healthcare has 
apologised, and insisted it is working with 
residents and staff to improve the standard 
of care provided. 

Health hazards were picked up, with one 
bedroom being use as a storage area. 

Inspectors said: “We saw one person liv¬ 
ing with dementia had entered this room, 
we helped them out and closed the door. “ 

They also noted dirty kitchen conditions, 
and ants on one of the dining tables. 

Inspectors also said confidentiality was 
not always maintained. 

Others in the home enjoyed a positive 
working relationship with staff. 

One resident said: “The rapport between 
me and the carers is good.” They added 
they had a ‘wicked’ sense of humour and 
could have a laugh with staff. 

The report said the leadership of the care 
home was inadequate. The registered man¬ 
ager was away from work at the inspection, 
and resigned shortly after. 

Four Seasons said: “We are sorry that 
Meadowbrook Care Home has fallen well 
below the standards that we expect all of 
our homes to provide. Since the inspection, 
which took place in April, we have been 
treating this as a priority and carrying out 
a comprehensive programme of improve¬ 
ments. 

“The CQC inspectors’ report was critical 
of a lack of management leadership and 
support. We have since put in place a new 
management structure with the appoint¬ 
ment of two new home managers, because 
of the size and complexity of the home. One 
is focused on quality of care and the other 
on the business administration.”

Sarcomas are rare cancers that develop 
in the muscle, bone, nerves, cartilage, ten¬ 
dons, blood vessels and the fatty and fibrous 
tissues. 

The team are aiming to raise £2,000. 

Caroline Pemberton, clinical nurse spe¬ 
cialist from the Sarcoma Tumour Team, 
said her and her colleagues were “excited” 
to take on the challenge.

Thoughtless motorist are put¬ 
ting lives at risk in Welshpool. 
Someone has to take some ac¬ 
tion and there is surely a simple 
solution. Retained firefighters re¬ 
sponding to calls are finding their 
way into the station blocked by 
motorists who are ignoring the 
yellow box painted on the road, 
particularly at peak times when 
traffic queues back from the 
town centre traffic lights. And 
just as they are being blocked 
on the way into the station they 
are finding delays getting the en¬ 
gines out of the building. 

While a solution has to be 
found I do have some sympathy 
for the motorists. When queuing 
it’s easy to get sucked into the 
situation with no warning that 
you are approaching the box 
junction, and then it’s too late 
and your exit is blocked. Warn¬ 
ing signs would surely help driv¬ 
ers be more aware of the prob¬ 
lems they are causing. Hats off 
to Welshpool Town Council for 
raising the issue and starting 
the process of finding a solution. 
Crucial seconds lost by firefight¬ 
ers on their route to incidents 
could have catastrophic reper¬ 
cussions. 

Many candidates won seats 
at the recent Powys County 
Council elections on promises 
of changing some of the con¬ 
troversial decisions made by the 
out-going cabinet. It’s not really 
that simple of course but it is be¬ 
ginning to look likely that some 
will prove true to their word. 

The council’s new portfolio 
holder for waste and recycling is 
Phyl Davies and he has already 
ordered a complete review of the 
decision to reduce opening times 
at household waste sites to three 
days. It’s unlikely the review will 
mean a return to seven-day 
opening but there must surely be 
room for a sensible compromise, 
particularly when it comes to the 
type of vehicle allowed entry. On 
top of that Liam Fitzpatrick, who 
is portfolio holder for highways, 
wants to review a decision tak¬ 
en to introduce parking charges 
at Llanfair Caereinion - though 
how and why Llanfair should be 
treated any differently to other 
towns in the county is beyond 
me. There is also a view being 
expressed that parking charges 
should be scrapped. 

We all want to pay less and get 
more for our money but the real¬ 
ity is a little different. 

Unless new revenue streams 
can be created and more effi¬ 
ciencies found the only way to 
keep services at the levels being 
demanded by the public will be 
through increasing council tax 
- now that won’t be a popular 
decision.

Ten years since law that 
smoked out the smokers 


it is 10 years since smoking 
was banned from pubs. 

Has it been a good thing? 
MARK ANDREWS reports 

DAVID Moss remembers how 
a visit to his pub used to mean 
making your way through a 
haze of cigarette smoke. 

“I remember when you used to 
come in here, and you couldn’t see 
the back of the pub, the fug of the 
smoke was so thick,” he says. 

It is 10 years today since England 
became the last part of the UK to ban 
smoking in workplaces and enclosed pub¬ 
lic spaces, which made it illegal to smoke 
inside a pub. 

But for Mr Moss, who has kept Shrop¬ 
shire’s first non-smoking pub, the Three 
Fishes in Shrewsbury for 13 years, it 
seems hard to believe that a decade ago 
people would consider it normal to smoke 
in the bar. 

“I always think it strange when I 
watch old television programmes, how 
strange it seems to see somebody light¬ 
ing up in a pub, and then you think, it 
was only 10 years ago that you could do 
that,” he says. 

The Three Fishes was one of just a 
handful of pubs in the UK to ban smok¬ 
ing when then landlord John Sims intro¬ 
duced his own ban back in 1994. 

Mr Moss took over 10 years later, say¬ 
ing he only took on the pub because it 
was smoke free. 

“It used to smell terrible when people 
smoked in pubs,” he says. 

By the time the smoking ban came into 
force in 2007, a number of pubs had al¬ 
ready introduced their own bans.

In 2004, Rio Wine Bar in Oswestry 
followed the Three Fishes’ lead, intro¬ 
ducing its own ban following a referen¬ 
dum of customers. By 2006, the J D 
Wetherspoon chain had banned smok¬ 
ing at all of its pubs. 

The ban was introduced to reduce 
the risk of exposure to other people’s 
smoke, which is known to be cause can¬ 
cer. 

Like many local authorities, Telford 
& Wrekin Council had its own enforce¬ 
ment team, which went around ensur¬ 
ing that both smokers and businesses 
themselves were complying with the 
regulations. 

The officers, dubbed “the boys in 
blue” because of their sky-blue polo 
shirts, could issue £50 spot fines to 
anybody caught smoking where they 


shouldn’t be, while businesses faced 
charges of up to £2,500 if they permit¬ 
ted people to smoke inside their build¬ 
ings. The officers also checked that 
business premises were displaying the 
correct no-smoking signs. 

Ian Mercer, who as environmental 
health team manager was one of the 
“smoking police” patrolling Ironbridge 
on the day the ban came in, said Tel¬ 
ford adopted a “three strikes and you’re 
out” approach. 

“Firstly we will be advising if they 
are not in compliance with the legisla¬ 
tion, secondly they might get an official 
caution if they continue not to comply, 
and thirdly legal action through a fixed 
penalty or a trip to the magistrates 
court,” he said at the time. 

It wasn’t just pubs. The laws also 


applied to factories, offices, warehouses, 
and more controversially, company cars 
and vans. 

Many welcomed the cleaner air and 
the health benefits following the band 
coming into force. 

But there were also fears for what it 
would mean for the traditional English 
pub and also what the future held for 
bingo halls where half of customers were 
believed to be smokers. 

There is no doubt the pub industry 
has been hit hard during the past dec¬ 
ade. Last year, it was estimated the 
number of pubs across the UK fell from 
58,200 pubs in 2006 to just 48,000 in 
2016. 

But while the smoking ban has been 
blamed by some for deterring smokers 
from going for a drink, it’s unclear how 
much of an impact it had with many 
other reasons also cited for venues shut¬ 
ting their doors. 

Options 

Cheap supermarket booze and brew¬ 
eries selling off unprofitable venues are 
said to be among the other factors that 
have contributed to the decline. 

Many pubs have been able to still at¬ 
tract smokers by providing shelters in 
beer gardens and more al fresco dining 
and drinking options such as outside 
bars. 

Alan Thwaites, secretary of the 
Bridgnorth branch of the Campaign for 
Real Ale, says he is personally all in fa¬ 
vour of the ban, although he can sym¬ 
pathise with the businesses that have 
suffered as a result. 

“From a personal point of view, I 
think it is absolutely first rate,” he says. 

“It’s made life so much more pleasant 
for a confirmed non-smoker like myself. 
I know a lot of people and businesses are 
feeling the pinch, but for the great ma¬ 
jority it has been a good thing.” 



WORKING 
FOR YOU 


The dominating issue in British 
politics as I write this column is 
the Queen’s Speech, togeth¬ 
er with its implications. This 
Queen’s Speech is the Govern¬ 
ment’s programme of legislation 
over the next two years. If any 
Queen’s Speech is voted down, 
it would, in effect, be a vote of 
‘no confidence’ in the govern¬ 
ment and would almost certainly 
lead to another general election. 
I do not believe this would be 
welcomed by most of the public. 
Because the Government does 
not have a majority, its legislative 
programme is different from that 
it would have been if it did. 

One consequence of being a 
‘minority government’ is the need 
for an agreement with another 
party. In 2010, the Conservatives 
(led at the time by David Cam¬ 
eron) formed a full-on coalition 
with the Liberal Democrats. I 
thought it was successful, and I 
would have been content if such 
an arrangement could have been 
repeated. But the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats, despite being big support¬ 
ers of ‘proportional representa¬ 
tion’ made it clear they were not 
interested in a coalition with any 
party. The only party that were 
interested were the Democratic 
Unionist Party. Fact was that the 
only realistic option before the 
Government was what is known 
as a ‘Confidence and Supply’ 
agreement, where the 10 DUP 
MPs will guarantee their support 
on votes of ‘No Confidence’ and 
the Budget. 

Much the most important as¬ 
pects of the Queen’s Speech 
relate to bills giving effect to the 
decision by the British people to 
leave the European Union. This 
issue will dominate the Parlia¬ 
ment. Negotiations about the 
terms on which the UK will leave 
the EU have already started. 
They will be concluded by March 
2019, though there may well be 
some transition arrangements in 
place to avoid disruption. Both 
sides in the negotiation will want 
to ensure an agreement that is as 
positive as possible for both the 
UK and for the other 27 member 
countries of the EU. 

The other issue which will be 
prominent in the Government’s 
work over the next two years will 
relate to our security. There will 
inevitably be tension between 
the need to protect our individ¬ 
ual liberty and privacy and the 
need to strengthen our security 
arrangements. The awful terror¬ 
ist attacks in Manchester and 
London over recent months have 
made strengthening our security 
the dominating issue. The next 
two years are going to be very 
busy.

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WILL I HAVE TO PAY AN IMMIGRATION SKILLS CHARGE 
IF I TAKE ON OVERSEAS TRAINEES? 

Q: I am a vet in an expanding practice and am considering taking on a trainee vet from overseas through a volunteer work experience programme. I have heard 
that the government has now introduced an immigration skills charge for employers. Does this apply to all skilled workers from overseas and under what terms? 

A: If you employ someone from outside the European Economic Area (EEA) or Switzerland you may need a sponsor licence. This being the case you will also 
need to put into place appropriate systems to monitor those employees. There are two types of sponsor licence. Tier 2 is for skilled workers with long term job 
offers. Tier 5 is for skilled workers who are engaged on a short term temporary basis. 

There are different eligibility categories within both Tiers but it sounds as if you may require a Tier 5 licence under the category ‘Government Authorised 
Exchange - work experience (1 year), research projects or training, for example practical medical or scientific training (2 years) to enable a short-term exchange 
of knowledge’. 

If you are a small business with an annual turnover of £10.2 million or less and employing less than 50 people, the cost of a Tier 5 licence is £536. In addition 
to this you may be required to pay an additional charge for each foreign worker you employ. This is the Immigration Skills Charge to which you refer and it is 
applicable if your overseas workers are applying for a visa to work in the UK for six months or more, either under Tier 2 or Tier 5. The Skills Charge is on a sliding 
scale depending on the length of the visa being applied for by the worker. There are however many ‘variations on a theme’ here, so it would be advisable to take 
advice from a local employment lawyer.

We require a 
new approach 
to helping out 
elderly people 

THE publication last year of the Nuffield 
Report on Social Care, helped us focus our 
attention on the cost of maintaining ‘the el¬ 
derly’ in the community, followed by Tere¬ 
sa May’s contentious intentions to resolve 
the problems. 

Despite the obvious cost to the Govern¬ 
ment in caring for ‘the elderly’, we mustn’t 
overlook the fact that many of ‘the elderly’ 
today, some of whom are disabled them¬ 
selves, are actually working voluntarily 
within statutory and voluntary organisa¬ 
tions which complement or enhance ser¬ 
vices provided by the Government. The 
hospital car service, for example, is an in¬ 
valuable service, along with Age UK, the 
Red Cross and numerous other charities, 
too many to mention, where ‘the elderly’ 
can be found working to help those less for¬ 
tunate than themselves. 

Social care following hospital admission 
or an illness can prove vital in assisting 
‘the elderly’ to get back on their feet and 
become re-integrated within their commu¬ 
nity, without which many of ‘the elderly’ 
become vulnerable to loneliness, isolation 
and despair, creating a downwards spiral 
in health and ultimately costing the health 
and social services more to maintain them. 
Also, for anyone disabled and housebound, 
a daily visit from a carer can make all the 
difference to their well-being. 

Since we are living so much longer than 
our forebears, we need to adopt a for¬ 
ward-look approach to ‘the elderly’.

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MP gets 
the chance 
to propose 
a new law 

MONTGOMERYSHIRE MP Glyn Davies 
will get the chance to propose a new law in 
Parliament after being chosen in the Pri¬ 
vate Members Bill Ballot. 

The Conservative was one of 20 MPs 
who can propose a new law. Private Mem¬ 
bers’ Bills are one of the few chances MPs 
who are not ministers get to create legis¬ 
lation, although most are still likely to fall 
short. 

Six bills from last year’s ballot ended up 
becoming law, and Mr Davies is now tak¬ 
ing on extra work in deciding what law he 
will put forward. 

He said: “I have been inundated with 
proposals to put forward, a lot of organ¬ 
isations and charities have been putting 
ideas to me, so I have got to think long and 
hard about what I will do. It is a tough one 
because I can put something forward that 
won’t go through, but will raise the profile 
of a certain topic or make a public state¬ 
ment. Or I could put something forward 
that could have a real chance of becoming 
a law, so there is a lot of hard thinking to 
do.” 

Mr Davies will now be in discussions, 
and working at Westminster to come up 
with a bill to take forward. 

The number you are drawn on the Bill 
determines how much debating time it is 
allowed, and Mr Davies was drawn out 
10th. 

He added: “It will probably be January 
or February time when the Bill is dis¬ 
cussed. 

“If I put something forward directly 
affecting Mid Wales or Montgomeryshire 
it might not get through, as I may not be 
able to get the support of other parties for 
it or MPs for it. 

“It is not very often someone gets this 
chance, it is the first time I have been 
drawn out.”

ORGANISERS of the annual Race 
the Train challenge have brought 
the date of the event forward this 
year.

Operation is 
started to 
replace poles 
for big show 

TWO iconic climbing poles at the 
Royal Welsh Showground are being 
replaced for this year’s show. 

Being one of the most popular 
contests at the show, Pole climbers 
demonstrate nerves of steel, huge 
strength and agility to compete 
against each other, and the clock, to 
see how quickly they can reach the 
top. 

The two poles in the forestry sec¬ 
tion have been in place since 2009 
and are now being replaced as part of 
a logistical task that requires plenty 
of preparation and hard work. Two 
huge Douglas Fir trees from a Natu¬ 
ral Resources Wales managed forest 
near Pantperthog, Machynlleth, have 
already been felled with the support 
of Tillhill Forestry and getting them 
to the showground required an oper¬ 
ation planned with military precision. 

Natural Resources Wales, Dyfed 
Powys Police and the Highways 
Agency were involved in moving the 
trees from Machynlleth to Builth 
Wells in an operation that began on 
June 25. 

The new poles were loaded onto 
an articulated, rear-steer lorry and 
driven the 90-plus miles from the for¬ 
est to Llanelwedd by Kieron M Owen 
Transport Ltd, along with a full ab¬ 
normal-load police entourage. 

Now at the showground, the poles 
are all ready for the next part of the 
challenge where they will be hoisted 
into position with an enormous crane 
from Davies Crane Hire and buried 
5m into the ground. 

This year’s show runs from July 24 
to July 27.

A BIN man had his life 
changed last year when he 
was told he was a ‘walking 
time bomb’ and would have 
to undergo a double heart 
bypass. 

A year later, 51-year-old Geoff 
Richards, from Oswestry, has 
dramatically changed his lifestyle 
and recently walked up Rodney’s 
Pillar to raise £1,000 for the Brit¬ 
ish Heart Foundation along with 
almost 50 family members and 
friends. 

Known by many for driving a bin 
lorry around the town for many years, 
Geoff went for a routine medical as 
part of his HGV licence in March last 
year. 

He passed the medical, but a free 
NHS health check threw up abnormal¬ 
ities, setting alarm bells ringing that 
something was not right. 

He was diagnosed with angina and 
in July went to the Royal Stoke Uni¬ 
versity Hospital to have two stents fit¬ 
ted in his heart to tackle two blocked 
arteries. 

However, the procedure was unsuc¬ 
cessful, and to Geoff and his family’s 
shock, he would have to undergo a 
double heart bypass. 

After a year of recovery, Geoff, also 
known for his footballing days in years 
gone by, admitted he took his eye off 
the ball when it came to his lifestyle, 
and is thankful that he went to the 
doctor when he did. He said: “I had 
no family history of heart problems, 
and when I was told I was shocked. 
But I took my eye off the ball for five 
or six years, I was unhealthy, I didn’t 
eat properly, I smoked excessively and 
didn’t exercise enough. 

“The doctor told me I was a walk¬ 
ing time bomb, and if I hadn’t had the 


random health check that I did at 50, 
maybe it wouldn’t have been picked 
up. 

“I would stress to anybody to get 
random health checks, or if they feel 
something isn’t right, go and see the 
doctor, it doesn’t matter what age, go 
and do it.” Geoff underwent surgery in 
Stoke in January, with veins out of his 
chest and leg put into his heart as part 
of the bypass. 

After five months off work, he re¬ 
turned recently and is awaiting the all 


clear on health checks to be re-granted 
his HGV licence. 

He has now dramatically changed 
his lifestyle, eating healthier and 
exercising, something that was un¬ 
derlined by the walk he led up Rod¬ 
ney’s Pillar. Organised by his family, 
including children Jack and Hannah 
and wife Sharon, people turned out 
to back Geoff as he got to the top of 
the landmark, and released two heart- 
shaped balloons to mark his recovery 
from illness.

Car parking plan 
to be reviewed

Individuals with a stoma have had 
their bowel diverted through their ab¬ 
domen so that bodily waste can pass 
into a stoma bag. 

Because the condition is invisible, 
they often face discrimination when 
using an accessible toilet. Stan’s has 
put up a hook on the door and shelf 
space to enable people to spread out 
their items easily. 


Parents want action 
over nursery closure

PARENTS have spoken of their 
anger after finding out a pre¬ 
school that caters for 40 families 
is to close. 

Woodside Primary School in Oswest¬ 
ry announced it will be closing its 
Start Centre on September 30 for two 
year olds, and December 31 for two to 
three year olds. 

The closure comes following increasing 
demand on places at the school. Head¬ 
teacher Rob McDevitt apologised for the 
announcement, but said it was no longer 
viable to keep the centre open. 

Jessica Carter has two young children, 
one who attends the centre and another 
who was set to join in September. 

She has called for North Shropshire MP 
Owen Paterson to step in and get involved. 
She said: “In each of these capacities I am 
horrified to hear about the closure of Start 
at Woodside. This sudden announcement, 
four weeks before the end of the academic 
year, leaves over 70 children without a 
nursery place and a team of Ofsted out¬ 
standing staff without work. In the opinion 
of many, including myself, this is the best 
nursery in the area and we are about to lose 
it.” 

Another parent, Rhiannon Williams 
whose daughter attends the Start Centre, 
has paid tribute to the service provided and 
has called for something to be done. 

She added: “The nursery is full and start¬ 
ing to fill up for next year, this is ludicrous. 
They are the kindest, most hard working 
team of girls and I really do feel like they 
are an extension of family, my daughter 
loves each one of them. 

“I would happy to do anything to keep 
the centre going.”

Restoration 
of waterway 
moves one 
step closer 

A £4 million project to restore one of 
Britain’s most picturesque canals be¬ 
gan as a dream and is now reality. 

Work to restore the Montgomery¬ 
shire Canal took a giant leap forward 
on Monday as work on the multi-mil¬ 
lion project was launched at the Aston 
Locks Nature Reserve near Oswestry. 

The multi-agency project is being 
carried out by the Canal and River 
Trust with funding coming from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund and the Euro¬ 
pean Regional Development Fund and 
supported by the Montgomery Canal 
Partnership. When the work is com¬ 
pleted it will be the first time canal 
boats have accessed parts of the route 
for over 80 years. 

On Monday a grand opening took 
place with diggers on site ready to 
started creating a new nature reserve 
next to the canal at Aston Locks. 

Wendy Capelle, waterway manager 
at the Canal and River Trust, has paid 
tribute to the dedicated volunteers 
who have kept the dream of restoring 
the canal alive over the years. 

She said: “The work starting at 
Aston Nature Reserves is a huge step 
forward in restoring this beautiful 
canal. 

“It is a testament to the dedication 
of so many people over several years 
who have kept the dream alive and 
we’re hugely excited to see the diggers 
on site.” 

The canal has already been restored 
in England from Lower Frankton to 
Gronwen Bridge, near Maesbury. In 
Wales, about 12 miles have been re¬ 
stored in the Welshpool area, with 19 
out of 35 miles already fully usable. 

Areas to be restored are the 7.5 
miles from Gronwen to Arddleen, the 
northern end of the navigable Welsh¬ 
pool section, and the 8.5 miles from 
Refail, the southern end of the Welsh¬ 
pool section, to Newtown.

As well as apple and pear, there will 
also be ciders made with elderflower, 
strawberry, rum and raisin, as well 
as toffee-apple and ginger, lychee and 
ginseng.

“The Wilfred Owen will be offering a 
superb selection of craft ciders during 
the festival. Cider is the perfect drink 
to enjoy during the summer and we 
believe that the festival will appeal to 
cider lovers as well as those enjoying 
cider for the first time.” 

Project to focus 
on money matters 

BOSSES at The Three Parishes 
Big Local Partnership say they are 
pleased to announce the launch of a 
three-year project focussing on house¬ 
hold finance. 

Delivered by Citizens Advice Shrop¬ 
shire, the project aims to reduce finan¬ 
cial exclusion within Weston Rhyn, St 
Martins and Gobowen.

A GAS explosion at Krono- 
span’s Chirk factory and the 
plunging value of the pound 
hit profits at the wood panels 
giant last year. 

Newly-published accounts for 
UK parent company Kronospan 
Holdings Ltd show that while 
sales were on an upward curve in 
the year to September 30, profits 
fell over the same period. 

The weakness of the UK currency 
proved a double-edged sword for the 
Austrian-headquartered company. 

Sales increased by six per cent to 
£346.3 million in part thanks to ster¬ 
ling’s fall in value after the EU Ref¬ 
erendum in June. 

But operating profits were lower 
for the period, falling by 55 per cent 
to £7.1 million, which was in part 
because of currency fluctuations, 
and partly because of a gas explosion 
which hit the site. 

In August last year Kronospan’s 
Chirk site was rocked by the explo¬ 
sion, which did not injure anybody 
but which is thought to have damaged 
some of the factory’s walls. 

A statement accompanying the ac¬ 
counts, signed off by chairman Mike 
McKenna, said: “The main factor 
contributing to the sales increase was 
higher sales volumes and the weaken¬ 
ing of sterling. The main reason for 
the lower earnings were reduced pro¬ 
duction volumes in the UK as a result 
of the impact of investment projects 
and a gas explosion, together with the 
adverse impact of the weakening of 
sterling on raw material costs.” 

The company spent £41.1 million its 


assets over the course of the year, in¬ 
vesting money in profit improvement 
projects for the site. 

Kmnospan’s customer base covers 
the construction, furniture and DIY 
sectors in the UK, the Benelux coun¬ 
tries of Belgium, the Netherlands 


and Luxembourg, plus France and 
Germany. Despite the changes in the 
currency already having an effect on 
the company’s top and bottom lines, 
Kronospan also said it does not expect 
to be seriously affected by Brexit. 

The statement added: “The group 


do not expect any adverse conse¬ 
quences as a result of Brexit, primar¬ 
ily due to the geographical spread of 
the customer base.” 

The number of people employed by 
the group increased over the course of 
the year, from 894 to 935. 


Charity shop 
in volunteer 
plea to meet 
big demand 

THE Oswestry branch of Age UK is 
in desperate need of volunteers as de¬ 
mand on the shop increases. 

The branch opened on Red Square 
in November, and currently has be¬ 
tween 10 and 12 volunteers working 
in the shop and out in vans picking up 
donated items of furniture to be sold. 

With business booming, the char¬ 
ity urgently needs new drivers and is 
appealing to people across the county 
to help. Shop manager Rose Morris 
said: “We’ve got a shortage of people, 
especially van drivers. We’re having 
so much stuff donated to us and the 
profit we are making for the charity 
is great. But we need more people, we 
did have a good number but lost a few 
people. The demand at the moment 
is great, but we need more people to 
help us cope with it. 

“It is nice we are having so much 
donated, however we need people to 
step forward and help deal with the 
extra demand.” 

The profits made from the shop 
in Oswestry, as well as Shrewsbury 
and Wellington, go back to deliver¬ 
ing services for older people. Heather 
Osborne, chief executive at Age UK 
Shropshire Telford & Wrekin, said: 
“We are looking for van drivers and 
driver’s assistants who are capable 
of moving furniture and happy to do 
deliveries and collections across the 
Oswestry area. We also need retail as¬ 
sistants who enjoy meeting the public 
and selling quality preloved stock.”

Homes crisis 
flagged up in 
new report 

ALMOST 1,700 too few homes were built 
in Shropshire over the last five years, a 
new report has revealed. 

The National Housing Federation’s 
Home Truths report claims that there 
was a shortfall in housebuilding in the 
county of 1,654 properties between 2011 
and 2016. 

At the same time, the county contained 
1,526 long-term empty homes, and 1,475 
second homes, putting pressure on the 
market and driving the average property 
price up to £218,684. 

While there is no comparable figure for 
the building shortfall in Telford, the bor¬ 
ough is home to 467 empty properties and 
184 second homes. 

The figures also reveal that the aver¬ 
age property in Shropshire is valued at 
8.5 times the mean annual earnings in 
the county, while in Telford buyers face 
prices worth 6.9 times the typical yearly 
pre-tax salary. 

The association also said the West Mid¬ 
lands faces a shortfall of 45,000 homes. 

The managing director of the Wrekin 
Housing Trust Wayne Gethings said: 
“Housing associations need long-term 
certainty of funding to continue to run 
supported housing and develop new 
schemes. 

“This will ensure those who have the 
greatest needs are provided with a secure, 
safe place to stay. 

“In its current form the proposed new 
system does not provide that certainty 
and puts the future of supported housing 
at risk.”

Estate agents in the UK are regularly asked 
advice about mortgages but they have 
noticed a rise recently in demand for potential 
solutions to interest only loans repayments 
and lifetime mortgages. 

New research from equity release referral 
service Key Partnership has found that 43 per 
cent say that the number of customers forced to 
sell to pay off interest only mortgage debts has 
increased over the past two years. 

The research also found that mortgage debt 
issues are particularly affecting older customers 
trying to downsize to less expensive houses 
to release cash and 73 per cent of would be 
downsizers paying off home loans. 

Overall the survey found that some 58 per cent 
of estate agents say clients want support on 
mortgages but just 50 per cent of estate agents 
believe that they know enough about such 
issues and 52 per cent would be more likely to 
suggest equity release as a solution if they had a 
partnership with an independent expert adviser. 


Brexit and hung parliament 
fail to dampen house market 


House prices in the UK increased by 
1.1 per cent month-on-month in June, 
suggesting that Brexit and a hung 
Parliament are not dampening the 
residential property market. 

The latest index from lender the 
Nationwide shows that the monthly rise 
effectively erases the decline recorded 
over the previous three months. Year-on- 
year prices are up 3.1 per cent, taking the 
average price of a home to £211,301. 

The data also shows that the gap in 
house price growth between the strongest 
and weakest performing regions in the 
second quarter of the year was the smallest 
on record. 

Robert Gardner, Nationwide’s chief 
economist, explained that price growth 
in the South of England has moderated, 
converging with the rates prevailing in the 
rest of the country. In the second quarter 
the gap ranged from five per cent in 
strongest performing region of East Anglia 
to one per cent in the North of England, the 
weakest region. 

Demand 

“At this point it is unclear whether the 
increase in house price growth in June 
reflects strengthening demand conditions 
on the back of healthy gains in employment 
and continued low mortgage rates, or 
whether the lack of homes on the market is 
the more important factor,” Gardner said. 

“While survey data suggests that new 
buyer enquiries have softened, it also 
indicates that this has been matched by 
a decline in new instructions. Indeed, the 
number of properties on estate agents’ 
books remains close to all-time lows,” he 
added. 


He pointed out that given the ongoing 
uncertainties around the UK’s future trading 
arrangements due to Brexit, the economic 
outlook remains unusually uncertain, and 
housing market trends will depend crucially 
on developments in the wider economy. 
“Nevertheless, in our view, household 
spending is likely to slow in the quarters 
ahead, along with the wider economy, 
as rising inflation squeezes household 
budgets. 

“This, together with ongoing housing 
affordability pressures in key parts of the 
country, is likely to exert a drag on housing 
market activity and house price growth in 
the quarters ahead,” Gardner explained. 

“However, the subdued level of building 


activity and the shortage of properties on 
the market are likely to provide support for 
prices. As a result, we continue to believe 
that a small increase in house prices of 
around two per cent is likely over the 
course of 2017 as a whole,” he concluded. 

Jeremy Duncombe, director of the 
Legal & General Mortgage Club, pointed 
out that house prices continue to rise 
above inflation. “Whilst demonstrating the 
market’s resilience in the face of political 
uncertainty, this will be sobering news for 
many first-time buyers who are struggling 
to make their first step onto the ladder,” he 
said. 

“For a healthier market, what we need 
to see is property prices rising in line with 


inflation. More affordable housing needs 
to be built to allow all those who wish 
to do so, a better chance of achieving 
homeownership. More than that, however, 
we also need to see incentives for home 
movers and last time buyers looking to 
downsize, so that we can get our housing 
market on the move,’ he added. 

Hannah Maundrell, editor-in-chief of 
money.co.uk, believes that there are signs 
that the property market is cooling with 
fewer people putting their property for 
sale, and a drop in the number of people 
looking to buy. “This is no great surprise, 
with the election thrusting us deeper into 
uncertainty it’s sensible to be cautious,” 
she said. 


Limited company landlords face mortgage cost hit 



Data from the Council of Mortgage Lenders 
shows the number of outstanding interest only 
mortgages has fallen by more than a third since 
2012 but what is not evident for maturing loans is 
how they are actually being repaid. 

Loans 

The evidence points to the fact that far too 
many are having to sell their homes to clear the 
outstanding debt. 

Industry data shows around 10,000 borrowers 
a year between now and 2020 will come to the 
end of interest only loans, with either a projected 
shortfall from their repayment strategy or no 
strategy at all, and many will see equity release 
as a solution to their capital repayment deadline. 

“Selling up to pay off an interest only mortgage 
can make financial sense but it is worrying if older 
home owners are being forced to sell and are not 
aware of all their options. 

“Equity release enables people to stay in their 
home and not have to downsize, or even in 
extreme cases lose their house. Some lenders 
are engaging with equity release as a solution 
and we would urge others to follow,” said Will 
Hale, director at Key Partnerships. 

“Estate agents are valued as a source of 
financial guidance and it is clear that those who 
can discuss equity release as an alternative to 
selling will be able to benefit from an additional 
revenue stream by referring potential clients to a 
specialist,” he added. 


Buy to let landlords in the UK who use a limited 
company for buying property could be £1,000 a 
year less well-off due to higher mortgage costs, 
according to new research. 

A limited company borrower can expect to pay 3.41% 
for a two-year fixed 75 per cent LTV mortgage deal, 
compared to 1.92 per cent for personal borrowers, an 
analysis from Private Finance suggests. 

The analysis report points out that landlords investing 
through a limited company are excluded from recent 
tax changes that mean the amount of finance costs 
higher rate taxpayers can deduct from their rental 
income before calculating their tax bill is being 
gradually phased out. 

The restriction will be complete from April 2020. But 
for most landlords, the high cost of limited company 
mortgage borrowing will outweigh any tax advantages. 

The findings suggest only landlords with multiple 
properties benefit from a limited company structure, 
with four properties being the tipping point in Private 
Finance’s research. 

Landlords looking to repurchase existing homes 
into a limited company are also likely to lose out as 
this move triggers costly capital gains and stamp duty 
taxes. The analysis suggests it is more cost-effective 
for new landlords purchasing one investment property 
to do so as an individual rather than through a limited 
company. 

A landlord earning £46,010 annually, that is £35,000 
base salary plus £11,010 in rental income as the 



average for a two-bedroom house in the UK, will have 
£36,194 in take-home income if purchasing as an 
individual aftertax and mortgage costs have been 
deducted. 

According to the firm’s calculations, if the same 
landlord purchased through a limited company, they 
would earn £34,825 in take-home income: £1,369 
or four per cent less. The main reason is that limited 
company borrowers pay higher rates on mortgage 
borrowing, with this putting a significant dent in net 
income. 

Due to the higher cost of mortgage borrowing, the 
benefits of purchasing investment properties through 
a limited company are felt only when multiple buy to 
let homes are bought. Limited company landlords 
can subtract mortgage interest costs from their rental 
income before calculating their corporation tax. Even 
when paying income tax on a regular salary in addition 
to corporation tax, limited company borrowers will have 


a significantly reduced tax bill. However, having less to 
pay in tax eventually outweighs higher mortgage costs, 
but in the example used by Private Finance, this is only 
achieved once four or more properties are purchased. 

The firm also suggests that for landlords who already 
have a number of buy to let properties, one option is to 
repurchase into a limited company structure. However, 
this incurs two major tax bills: capital gains and stamp 
duty, making it an inadvisable move for landlords with 
a small number of properties who do not have much to 
gain from being in a limited company. 

“The option to invest through a limited company has 
come under the spotlight recently as landlords look 
for ways to offset recent tax changes. But landlords 
shouldn’t rush into this assuming it’s a safe bet for 
saving money,” said Shaun Church, director of Private 
Finance. 

“Limited company mortgage products are available 
through a handful of smaller lenders, resulting in higher 
rates compared to personal borrowing. Investors need 
to drive down mortgage costs as much as possible to 
prevent this from eating into their profits,” he explained. 

“Larger landlords might find the tax benefits 
associated with limited company ownership outweigh 
the higher cost of mortgage borrowing. Each investor 
is different and there’s no one size fits all solution. 
Landlords should ensure they seek professional advice 
on how best to maximise their profits: an independent 
mortgage broker can help explain the range of options 
available to limited company and personal buy to 
borrowers,” he added.

Town council

OSWESTRY town councillors have 
thrown their weight behind calls to keep 
the town’s maternity unit open. 

Shrewsbury and Telford Hospitals NHS 
Trust’s board last week agreed to close the 
unit for up to six months because of sick¬ 
ness in the region’s maternity services.

Oswestry town councillors last 
week unanimously pledged their support 
to local campaigners to fight to keep the 
midwife led unit open at the orthopaedic 
hospital at Gobowen. 

It comes after Selattyn and Gobowen 
Parish Council also backed the cam¬ 
paigners. Campaigner Liz Grayston has 
thanked the town council for its backing 
as support for the campaign rolls in day 
after day, adding this was not at all about 
politics. 

She said: “The support from the town 
council is overwhelming. It was unani¬ 
mous and clear everyone is with this, you 
know the support is there but it is nice to 
have it confirmed. We need to be unified 
in this and everyone is, we are massively 
against all these plans, and it isn’t about 
parties it is about being unified.” 

‘Sort problems 
or resign’ call 

HOSPITAL chiefs have been urged to con¬ 
sider resigning over the state of the coun¬ 
ty’s maternity services. 

The call has come in an open letter to 
the board of Shrewsbury & Telford Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust (SaTH) from a mother 
whose daughter’s death was ruled as being 
avoidable by a coroner. 

Earlier this year an inquest said the 
death of Rayleigh Griffiths’ daughter 
Pippa from a Group B Strep infection 
could have been avoided if it were not for 
failings in information provided by SaTH. 

In her letter Mrs Griffiths outlines a 
number of concerns. 

Mrs Griffiths said: “Can you imagine 
what it is like to be a pregnant woman in 
Shropshire at the moment? It’s terrifying. 
You owe it to them, and you owe it to us, 
the already bereaved families of babies 
who should never have died, to wake up 
and accept the problems you have, and if 
you can’t do that you must step down.” 

Julia Clarke of Telford NHS Trust said: 
“I met with Rayleigh and Colin. I was very 
moved by everything I heard and I will be 
sharing that with my colleagues.” 

Timely revamp 
for family room 

A HOSPITAL room used for delivering 
often difficult news to relatives of pa¬ 
tients receiving treatment for severe and 
life-threatening illnesses and injuries has 
been transformed. 

Not happy concerned relatives of pa¬ 
tients on the intensive therapy unit at 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital were being 
delivered updates in a clinical and un¬ 
inviting room, healthcare assistant Sue 
Price took it upon herself to give the room 
a makeover. 

Much of the funding for the transforma¬ 
tion has come via donations from families 
who have used the room in the past. 

Sue, one of the trust’s end of life cham¬ 
pions, said: “The room was very bleak and 
not a nice place to take relatives into at 
what can often be a very difficult time. 
With the support of my managers I made 
it my mission to give the room a makeover 
and I am thrilled with how it now looks.” 

Calls to charity 
helpline increase 

A SPIRE in cancer patients seeking help 
with money worries has been reported by 
a charity. Macmillan Cancer Support said 
its helpline had 4,546 calls in 2016 - an 
increase from 2,000 calls received in 2015 
- from people needing guidance on bank¬ 
ing, mortgages, pensions and insurance.

HOSPITAL staff can provide radiotherapy 
treatment to more cancer patients with a new 
piece of equipment. 

A Linear Accelerator (Linac) has been de¬ 
livered to the radiotherapy department in the 
Lingen Davies Centre at the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital (RSH), funded by the Lingen 
Davies Action Appeal. 

A Linac is a machine that delivers radiother¬ 
apy treatment to cancer patients. 

The department previously had two ma¬ 
chines but a third was required to ensure that 
all cancer patients receive efficient and effec¬ 
tive treatment. 

Louise Rilley, radiotherapy manager at 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust,

said: “We are thrilled with the arrival of the 
additional Linac as it means we can provide 
the most accurate radiotherapy treatment 
possible to all cancer patients, while ensuring 
minimal side effects and improving quality of 
life. This expansion of our radiotherapy ser¬ 
vice will help us to meet increasing demand 
and also to ensure that we can continue to 
deliver high quality radiotherapy with better 
outcomes for our patients.” 

The new Linac cost around £1.5 million. 

The Lingen Davies Action Appeal raised 
£750,000 of that money and the trust match- 


funded the rest. Having reached the funding 
target four months early, the action appeal 
was extended to raise a further £166,000 for a 
Perfect Pitch Couch. This enhances the effec¬ 
tiveness of the radiotherapy and will improve 
accuracy and efficiency. 

Ms Rilley added: “Thank you to the Lingen 
Davies Cancer Fund for launching the appeal 
and to everyone who has provided so much 
fantastic support.” 

Louise Dawson, fundraising manager at 
Lingen Davies which is an independent char¬ 
ity supporting cancer care in Shropshire and 
Mid Wales, said: “We are extremely grateful 
for all the donations that have enabled us to 
reach our target.” 


Closure of maternity units 'a 
brutal attempt to cut costs'

A CAMPAIGN group has criticised a 
decision to close three rural mater¬ 
nity units for up to six months. 

The move to close Ludlow, Oswestry 
and Bridgnorth midwife-led maternity 
units was taken by the board of Shrews¬ 
bury & Telford Hospitals NHS Trust last 
Thursday. 

Gill George, of Shropshire Defend Our NHS, 
has rejected the trust’s claim that the decision 
has been taken to ensure safe staffing of its 
flagship consultant led maternity unit at Prin¬ 
cess Royal Hospital Telford. 

She said it is instead evidence of more cuts 
to NHS services, and goes against other areas 
of the country where work is being done to 
give women more options for giving birth. 

A protest march has also been organised to 
take place in Oswestry on Sunday. 

Mrs George said: “They say that 85 per cent 
of women are using the consultant-led unit and 
that’s why they have to close the three rural 
maternity units. We think they can’t possibly 
have read the 2016 national recommendations 
in ‘Better Births’. Everywhere else in the 
country, work’s going on to give women more 
choice - to invest in accessible midwife-led 
care for women with low-risk pregnancies, so 
they can give birth close to home. 

“It beggars belief that SATH is closing 
midwife-led units to move more and more re¬ 
sources to the consultant-led unit. 

“The reality is that these are cost-driven 
cuts. 

“This is the latest and most brutal attempt 
we’ve seen so far. We keep beating them back, 
but they’re doing everything they can to avoid 
listening to mothers in our rural communi¬ 
ties.” 

SATH has said that a combination of short 
and long-term sickness, and “a significant fall 
in the number of midwives prepared to work 
overtime or temporary bank shifts to cover 
shifts at times of sickness” has made it diffi¬ 
cult to fully staff its maternity sites. 

All three units have seen temporary closures 
at short notice in recent months dues to staff¬ 
ing issues. 

Deirdre Fowler, director of nursing, mid¬ 
wifery and quality at SATH, said that the de¬ 
mands on the consultant led unit in Telford 
have meant more staff are needed at the hos¬ 
pital.

which controls Shropshire’s two hospitals are 
still “too high”, a report says. 

Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust has published an internal review of ma¬ 
ternity services after concerns were raised. 

It found that patient safety had dramati¬ 
cally improved but that there was more work 
to be done. Simon Wright, chief executive at 
SaTH, said: “This is not where we want to be. 
We want to provide an outstanding service 
and that is the journey we are currently on. 
Perinatal deaths have fallen since 2009, but 
we recognise that further action is needed 


a determined effort to improve monitoring of 
babies’ heartbeats, including regular training 
and investment in equipment to promote safer 
use and better interpretation of results.” 

Colin Ovington, lead reviewer and interim 
director of nursing and quality at SaTH, said 
the trust had put in place a number of ac¬ 
tions to promote safer use and interpretation 
of CTGs - which is the recording of a baby’s 
heartbeat. 

He said: “CTG monitoring is one of the most 
crucial areas of risk management of women 
and babies in the antenatal and intrapartum 


period. Learning from Barking Havering g 
Redbridge Trust, SaTH have put in place a 
number of actions to promote safer use and 
interpretation of CTGs. 

“This includes; a fresh eyes approach to re¬ 
duce the CTG being misread, increased staff 
training, CTG machines in the consultant unit 
being all the same and appointing a midwife 
specific to CTG training. 

“Infant deaths are still way too high - but 
the trust is working hard to tackle that.” 

Figures show there were 8.3 deaths per 
1,000 live births in 2009, and 6.8 deaths per 
1,000 live births in 2015. 


Bosses outline reasons for decision to close facilities 


HEALTH bosses have outlined why they 
have decided to close Shropshire’s three mid- 
wife-led units for up to six months. 

The decision on the Bridgnorth, Ludlow, 
and Oswestry midwife-led units (MLU) was 
taken at a meeting on Thursday last week. 

At a meeting of Shrewsbury and Telford 
Hospitals NHS Trust’s board, health officials 
said the closure was due to making sure Tel¬ 
ford’s Princess Royal Hospital’s (PRH) con¬ 
sultant-led unit can be safely staffed. 

A shortage of staff at the trust has meant 


the three MLUs have all faced short-term clo¬ 
sures in recent months. 

Currently the consultant-led unit at PRH is 
unable to provide one to one care during la¬ 
bour. 

Deirdre Fowler, director of nursing, mid¬ 
wifery and quality at SATH, said: “The con¬ 
sultant-led unit sees about 85 per cent of 
births in the county. An increasing number of 
women are choosing to give birth at our con¬ 
sultant-led unit in Telford, rather than at our 
MLUs. In 2008/2009 MLU births, including 


home births, accounted for 26 per cent of our 
activity but in 2016/17 this figure has fallen to 
13.1 per cent. However at 3am in the morn¬ 
ing 33 per cent of our staff are in the MLUs, 
where there is less activity. These plans will 
release three midwives and three health care 
workers.” 

Ms Fowler added: “In December 2016 we 
had a shortage of 40 shifts which our mid¬ 
wives covered by doing over time. That is not 
the case anymore - recently we had 60 shifts 
to cover and a 30 per cent drop off in staff pre¬ 


pared to do over time. It has also been a real 
challenge to recruit recently. Currently we 
have been unable to provide one to one care 
during labour which is a concern. We have 
seen an increase of complexed women attend¬ 
ing the consultant unit - more older women 
and more women with high BMI’s or who 
smoke. These women need one to one care and 
we currently cannot deliver it. The temporary 
closure should give us time to come up with an 
interim solution, while a longer term sustaina¬ 
ble solution is being worked on.”

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Spikes are 
found on 
country lane 

METAL spikes have been placed along 
a country lane to deter 4x4 drivers from 
using it, a green lane driving group has 
claimed. 

The Whitestones Green Lane between 
Llanarmon DC and Plas Nantyr, Llangol¬ 
len is popular with off-road drivers. 

But after a vehicle received three punc¬ 
tures a fortnight ago, the North Wales 
Green Lane Association bought metal 
detectors and discovered 12 metal spikes. 

The association, which promotes sensi¬ 
ble driving and the protection of ancient 
roads, says the wholly unacceptable prac¬ 
tice affects not just vehicles, but horses, 
walkers and bike riders. 

The spikes are believed to be caltrops, 
spikes that are arranged in such a manner 
that one of them always points upward 
from a stable base and were historically 
used as a weapon against cavalry. 

Darren Henson, from North Wales 
Green Lane Association, said the metal 
spikes had been recovered from the lane 
after members raised funds to buy the 
metal detectors. 

Mr Henson said: “There’s no excuse to 
put these in the lanes. It could endanger 
life. 

“For us, 4x4, it’s an inconvenience but 
if dogs or horses step on it, it’ll be a differ¬ 
ent case. If a horse stood on it, it could be 
put down and who knows about the rider. 

“We’re not doing any harm. 

“Some people just don’t want us driv¬ 
ing there.” 

North Wales Police said it was aware of 
reports of spikes.

RENOWNED professor Lord Rob- 
ert Winston and Olympic sprinter 
Darren Campbell were among top 
names who spoke at an annual fes¬ 
tival of education. 

Lord Winston, who pioneered gynaecologi¬ 
cal surgical techniques that improved fertility 
treatment in the 1970s, spoke to students and 
teachers from all over Shropshire at the festi¬ 
val, staged at the Marches School in Oswestry. 

During his career he developed improve¬ 
ments to IVF treatment and pre-implanta¬ 
tion diagnoses, which allowed embryos to be 
screened for genetic diseases. 

He is also a TV presenter, Lord Winston sits 
as part of the Labour Party in the House of 
Lords often talking on education and science 
topics, and has won numerous awards for his 
work. 

Speaking at the festival on Thursday last 
week, Lord Winston said: “I haven’t seen much 
of the school but it is a fantastic and important 
event for academic scientists. 

“It is great to meet students and answer 
questions on my career. 

Influenced 

“Hopefully the young people will be influ¬ 
enced by what they have learned and heard.” 

Despite having a long and successful career 
in science, Lord Winston said: “I put a lot of it 
down to luck.” 

He was just one of a string of high-profile 
names that were attracted to this year’s fes¬ 
tival. 

Executive headteacher Sarah Longville was 
delighted with the line-up and the work the 
staff and students had done to make the event 
a success. 

She added: “It is bigger and better than last 
year, and is a special experience with some 
renowned speakers, and it is fantastic we can 
attract them here. 

“It is all about the children, sometimes it is 
too much about league tables, but it should be 
about the children having fun, enjoyment, and 
learning from different people. 

Fantastic 

“The children here are fantastic and have 
done a wonderful job today.” 

Business people and teachers came to the 
school from across the county and the country 
to hear from different speakers, one being key¬ 
note speaker Andy Buck. 

Mr Buck has set up two educational leader¬ 


ship organisations. He praised the event and 
the work put in to attract speakers and teach¬ 
ers from all over the country. 

He said: “This part of the world is very rural, 
and sometimes cut off but an event like this 
helps for everyone to learn from each other. 

“For events like this you would usually have 
to travel, but is a local opportunity for teachers 
and students, but for others to come in and see 
what is done here.” 

Mr Buck, who spoke for an hour on lead¬ 
ership, set up the organisations along with 
#honk, which provides teachers will all sorts 
of content and tools for learning. 


He added: “In a time when budgets are 
stretched, this content is a great way for teach¬ 
ers to get free tools to help with their lessons 
and learning.” 

Former British Olympic sprinter Darren 
Campbell MBE spoke to students about his 
rise in sport, and explained to them that any¬ 
thing is possible. 

Darren, who won gold in the 4x100 metre 
relay in Athens in 2004, said: “It is so impor¬ 
tant for me to be able to come and give some¬ 
thing back, I think if I had the chance to do 
something like this and listen to an athlete I 
would maybe have had success sooner. 


“Bringing my medals helps to inspire peo¬ 
ple, and I explain to them don’t be afraid to 
dream big. 

“Looking back my dream at 12 to become 
Olympic champion was stupid, but I believed 
it and it happened. 

“The event itself is unbelievable, how peo¬ 
ple achieve is by learning from each other and 
sharing success, which is what today is about. 

“No one ever achieved anything on their 
own.” 

Mrs Longville has already been looking 
ahead to next year, and the dream speakers 
would be Brian Cox and David Walliams.

Rick: Angels really 
are on my side 



I’ve had good 
people around me.

w 


hen Rick Astley 
walked away from 
the music business 
at the age of 27, 
he imagined that 
would be that. The 


singer had sold the best part of 40 
million records and his 1987 song 
Never Gonna Give You Up had been a 
number one hit single in 25 countries 
and won a Brit Award. 

His retirement in 1993 was meant to be for real. And 
when he re-emerged in 2007, he imagined it would be 
just for laughs and a few bob here and there. The last 
thing he expected was hitting number one on the album 
chart at the age of 50. 

And yet the singer has led a charmed life. He only 
joined his band, FBI, because the singer had left for 
a career as a hairdresser. And he only came to the 
attention of Pete Waterman because he was working as a 
recording studio tea boy, or so the story goes. 

“I don’t think anybody around me or anybody who 
knows me was expecting that, to have a number one 
album in the UK again. That was pretty freaky.” 

Rick went to number one last year and has been riding 
the crest of a wave ever since. He’s played sold out 
shows across the UK and is back to headline Saturday’s 
Cannock Chase gig for Forest Live, with special guest 
Rumer. 

He wasn’t particularly nervous about the release of 50. 
He had realistic expectations - that didn’t involve getting 
to number one. He hoped the record would be well 
promoted and that people would, a) get to hear it, and, b) 
enjoy it. 

“In a lot of ways, no, really, there wasn’t any 
pressure. I didn’t have anything to be nervous about 
— because, like I said, we didn’t really have any 
expectations. I made this record myself in my own 
studio at home. I wrote it all, produced it, played all 
the instruments. It was a labour of love. 

It’s been something I kind of wanted to 
do to mark my 50th birthday, which was 
this year, but obviously I was making the 
record last year. I didn’t anticipate anything 
fantastic happening. I just kind of thought, 

‘Well, we’ll see how we can put the record 
out and we’ll see how it goes’.” 

The most remarkable aspect of 
50 was its sheer quality. A spiritual 
record, it was deeply soulful and 
rich in sound. Rick was happy 
with that aspect of it - and 
thrilled that it earned him a 
gold disc by selling more 
than a quarter of a million 
copies. 

“I think, for me, even 
as a small kid, I sang in 
choirs-at the church 
choir, school choir. They 
weren’t gospel choirs, 
that’s for sure, but the idea of 
singing with other people. When I was 
having Never Gonna Give You Up and 
a couple of the other hits, I wouldn’t 
have thought that deeply about 
certain lyrics, I don’t think, because 
they were pop songs - It was like, 

‘girl meets boy, boom’, you know. 

Having lived a bit longer now, I 
think certain things that have 
happened in my life have 
definitely changed the way I 
feel about things. 

“The song Angels On My 
Side is about the fact that 
I have two elder brothers 
and an older sister and 


they looked out for me a lot. My mum and 
dad got divorced - and obviously, my 
mum and dad looked after me - but I’m 
saying having older brothers and an 
older sister, that could have gone one 
of two ways. They could have neglected 
the youngest kid, and I don’t think they 
did. I think they looked after me. That’s 
happened right through my career, as 
well: I’ve had good people around me. 

I’ve still got most of my sanity. And I’ve still 
got some money, which is a freaky thing 
in this industry sometimes. When 
people have a pop career, 
they kind of get churned 
up and thrown out the 
other end, and they 
have a disastrous life 
sometimes after it. And 
I’ve had a charmed, 
amazing life.” 

Rick had a testing 
childhood because 
his mum and dad lost 
a son before he was 
born and became 
very unhappy, 
before going their 
separate ways. That 
upbringing led him 
to music because he 
found his escape by 
singing. 

“When you’re around two 
people who are very, very, very 
unhappy, i.e. your parents, it’s 
really tough - and that’s why I 
got into music, I think. I wanted 
to be at the school choir. I 
wanted to be at church, even 
though I wasn’t necessarily very 
religious. I just wanted to be 


somewhere else with people my own age and singing 
really helped me. One of the songs on the album is called 
Keep Singing, and that’s kind of, again, what that is about 
- that singing’s been good for me.” 

And yet Rick didn’t imagine that he’d be as successful 
as he’s been. He certainly didn’t anticipate becoming a 
star in the USA, where Whenever You Need Somebody 
became a double platinum album. 

“To be honest, having success in America, a couple 
number ones and a few top tens, you kind of think, 

‘It doesn’t get any bigger than that’. But then again, I 
would look at other artists around my time - if you look 
at George Michael’s career through the 80s and into 
the 90s and stuff, I mean, it’s on a different league, a 
different level. Another British guy, obviously. So I think, 
to be fair, it was four or five years of being really famous. 
And I wouldn’t swap it for anything: It was an amazing 
experience, you know, because I made quite a lot of 
money. And I’m one of those people who actually wants 
to say that, because the way I look at the money side of 
it is that it bought me freedom. I’ve been free to do a lot 
of other things that I wanted to do. Nothing maybe too 
extravagant, but just freedom.”

Retro Triumph really 
hitting all the right notes 


The new 21st century Triumph is thoroughly modern ride, despite its retro feel

There’s a bit of the ‘back to the 
future’ about the latest incarnation 
of Triumph’s retro Bonneville. 

Visually the new Bobber takes 
the rider back to an earlier, 
slightly rebellious age of chopped 
down, minimalist bikes. But in 
fact it’s thoroughly modern, with 
sophisticated electronic fuel injection 
and traction management systems. 

The Bobber concept was a 
trend among mainly restless US 
servicemen returning home after 
WWII, making their bikes lighter 
and faster by shedding any excess 
weight (such as the overlarge 
mudguards of the period and the 
pillion seat). 

Triumph’s £10,600, 21st century 
Bobber captures the image very well: 
it even does away with the standard 
Bonnie’s twin rear shock absorbers 
and looks at first sight like a ‘hard tail’ 
machine of the earlier era. 

But in fact it has a monoshock 
springer and damper partially 
concealed under the big seat, 
endowing it with both much better 
handling and ride comfort than those 
‘enjoyed’ by our ancestors. It is in 
fact a swing tail, rather than a hard 
tail. Likewise the two traditional- 
looking carburettors feeding each of 
the big twin cylinders are dummies, 
actually concealing a thoroughly 
modern fuel injection system. 

All the electronics are carefully 
hidden away, apart from the switches 
on the handlebars. Oh, and the 


authentic battery box with its 
stainless steel strap which struck 
me as much easier for maintenance 
than some modern designs. 

Power comes from a slightly 
retuned (for more torque at low 
revs) version of the Bonneville 
T120’s 1,200cc engine making it 
a very smooth as well as a quick 
machine. And the sound is glorious: 
the growl of a traditional British twin 
which rises to a crescendo and then 
softens with a ‘pop popping’ from the 
sawn-off twin peashooter exhausts 
as you back off. 

The engine turns out 76bhp and 
106Nm of torque (the latter peaks 
at a relatively low 4,000rpm) which 
provides for surging acceleration 
when required, or a more relaxed 
cruising experience without the need 
for frequent gear changes, 

The big twin never feels stressed 
and, with liquid cooling, is an 
efficient one too - my average 
was some 55mpg over a mix of 
motorway, A and B roads. 

It has sequential fuel injection and 
electronics those early inventors of 
the Bobber couldn’t have dreamed 
of, such as a ‘ride by wire’ electronic 
throttle system, a switchable traction 
control, switchable ‘normal’ and rain’ 
riding modes and ABS. 

They combine to make a smooth 
and safe ride, particularly in 
preventing a relatively light but 
torquey machine from spinning up 
its back wheel when the roads are 
damp. The ride is cruiser-like but 
nevertheless very stable, in a straight 


line or through the corners. Adding to 
comfort is the innovative single seat 

- big and well-shaped, it also adjusts 
forward-backward and up-down so 
the Bobber is easily manageable by 
the shortest of riders. 

The standard bars are wide and 
low for excellent control (high or 
‘ape hanger’ bars are an option) 
with a single dial at the centre, 
with analogue speedo and digital, 
multi-function computer. There 
are already a very large number of 
accessories - some 150 in all - with 
which to customise the bike, but not 
a pillion seat as the swing tail design 
means the mudguard moves up and 
down with the wheel, making a pillion 
impractical. 

Triumph is the master of the retro 
machine, as demonstrated by the 
success of its Bonneville - of which 
there are many versions to suit a 
wide variety of tastes. That gives it a 
good basis from revive the Bobber, 
although the styling, swing-tail 
suspension and even custom front 
forks make it a different bike. 

Its appearance is undoubtedly 
distinctive and likely to be a talking 
point at biker haunts up and down 
the country. Its looks are genuinely 
retro (even that wonderful sound) but 

- and this is where Triumph scores 
every time - it’s bang up to date. 

The ride and handling are 
anything but retro, and it has a raft 
of electronic safety systems from 
the company’s legendary Tiger 
adventure bikes designed to help the 
rider in a wide variety of conditions.

JUST four weeks after dislocating her 
shoulder, Rachel Atherton returned 
to action with a creditable fourth 
place in the UCI downhill Mountain 
Bike World Cup series in Andorra.

Runner-up was Brit Tahnee Seagrave 4:53.983 
with Marine Cabirou (4:59.027) making the po¬ 
dium in third. 

Trek Factory GT team director Dan Brown 
said: “There is so much weight on your shoulder 
on this track, so Rachel has done a minimum of 
practice runs, trying to look after her shoulder. 

Amazing run 

“You have to consider the strains that are 
going to be on her upper body. It sure is a tough 
one to be returning from injury.” 

In the event, Atherton put in an amazing 
run, bettering her qualification time by over 10 
seconds. It wasn’t enough to take the win, but 
on this showing she will be back on the podium 
soon. 

“I’m stoked, that’s more than I could have 
hoped for,” said Atherton afterwards. 

“Coming into this race today, I was not strong 
and not fit and was not confident. I didn’t want 
to crash again, I couldn’t push it for the win. I 
didn’t want to take that risk now so I had to shift 
the goals, 

“I didn’t expect to podium but it was impor¬ 
tant for me to not fall outside the top ten.” 

After a flying start to the season, Atherton saw 
her record breaking run come to an end after 
suffering a dislocated shoulder during a practice 
run in Fort William in Scotland, 

The series now moves to Lenzerheide in Swit¬ 
zerland for the fifth round on Sunday.
